Reason vs -Passion- 
It must bo admitted that tho out- 
look at the presont moment is not 
very encouraging. Tho announce- 
ment that the commencement of mil- 
way construction is not for 1874, and 
that tho line on Vancouver Inland will 
most likely be abandoned altogether, 
is calculated to dash tho hopes even 
of the most hopoful and excite the 
fighting temper of the least pugnacious. 
It is not surprising under all tho cir- 
cumstancos that there should bo a very 
gonoral disposition to appeal from Ot- 
tawa to London for justice. II is not 
many weeks since tho people stood up 
manfully against a treacherous at- 
tempt to covertly abrogato tho most 
valued covenant of tho Treaty of 
Union, under pretence of conferring 
a favor; and it has been seen how that 
attempt was defeated, although the 
peoplo wore characterized as "row- 
dies" and "hoodlums" because they 
stood up in defence of rights which 
should be regarded as sacred to them- 
selves and their children. It will be 
remembered that, on tho occasion re- 
ferred to, the worst enemies British 
Columbia had to contend with were tho 
very men who ought to have been 
foremost in protecting her interests 
and guarding her rights. In the 
present emergency, while promptly 
and firmly insisting upon our Treaty 
rights, it may not bp amiss to consider 
whether there is not another treason- 
able plot to bo unearthed, — whether 
the real enemy is not asjain lurking in 
a friendly guiso at James' Bay. It is 
generally known that the confidential 
agent of the Dominion Government 
has been for some time amongst us, 
endeavoring to arrange such new 
Terms respecting the Kail way as 
might be considered fair to the Pro- 
vince and at the same time such as 
tho Dominion would feel justified in 
undertaking. On the 2 l Jth April we 
published an exclusive dispatch from 
Ottawa, dated the 27th, in which tho 
following occurred: — 

"Mackenzie's new Railway scheme 
has been sent out to British Columbia. 
Its nature is not yet known here." 

The day following we published an- 
other exclusive dispatch from Ottawa, 
dated the 29th, giving tho substantial 
outlines of Mr. Mackenzie's railway 
scheme about to be submitted to Bri- 
tish Columbia, and which ran ns fol- 
lows: 

"Railway between Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo to be built at once ; work to 
be commenced before the 20th July 
next. 

"Telegraph line to be built in ad- 
vance of the Railway. 

"Surveys on Mainland to bo vigor- 
ously prosecuted, and the work of 
Railway construction to be begun on 
the Mainland as soon as the routo " 
decided. 

"Not less than $1,500,000 to bo 
expended on railway construction in 
any one year. 

"On determination of Railway 
route on Mainland, a waggon-road and 
telegraph line to be immediately con 
Btructed, connecting British Columbia 
with the Eastern Provinces." 

A refereuco to dates will show that 
tho official document embodying these 
Terms ought to arrive by the Prince 
Alfred now due, and it seems proba- 
ble that no time will bo lost in niakin 
a formal submission of the same. It 
is very well understood, in fact Min 
isters and their "touters" have made it 
their boast, that the substance of the 
new Terms have been in tho possess- 
ion of tho local Government for 
week or ten days, and that they have 
determined not to entertain these, or 
in fact any other proposals in the na- 
ture of new Terms; and there are 
those who aro uncharitable enough to 
account for that determination upon 
tho ground that to entertain new 
Terms would necessarily involvo an 
appeal to the country and that Minis- 
ters are conscious that a general elec- 
tion would sadly thinthe ranks of their 
"Silent Brigade." The Provincial 
Government having assumed this 
attitude, it would seem that Mr. Mac- 
kenzie is already warning Biitish Col- 
umbia of tho conditions upon which 
she must be prepared to take the 
"pound of flesh; and it must be ad- 
mitted that tho conditions hinted at 
do not present a very inviting appear- 
ance. Now, we do not desire to be 
understood as pronouncing tho Terms 
good or bad, for they may be either, 
according as the details may make 
them; but if these Terms should be 
Mr. Mackenzie's ultimatum, as there 
is reason to beliove, wo do question 
tho wisdom, if not tho right, of tho 
local Government to intervene be- 
tween the people and the Dominion 
Government and, without any pre- 
tense of consulting those whom it 
most concerns, throw away all chance 
of now Terms, and possibly involvo 
tho country in a condition of despera- 
tion, if not robollion. In a matter of 
such profound importance, it would 
seem proper that the wholo peoplo 
should be consulted in tho fullest 
manner and havo an opportunity of 
judging and choosing for themselves, 
instead of having tho matter clandes- 
tinely decided by four gentlemen whoso 
judgment (to put it in tho mildest 
form) is extremely liablo to bo influen- 
ced by consideration^ of retention of 
office. Without attempting to dis- 
cuss tho merits of the new Terms, wo 
will say that any change which in-

tain tho rights of British Columbia. Just 
fancy the position of an honorable gen- 
tleman whoso political knees are consid- 
ered so weak that his Election Commit- 
: tee roquiro to instruct him to maintain tho 
rights of his Province!. Well, thank 
goodne»s, neither Messrs. Roscoe, Bun- 
»ter, Dewdnoy, Cunningham nor Thomp- 
son require to be instructed to do their 
duty. They know what the rights of their 
ProVinc-a are and will maintain them to 
the best of their abiiity without any in- 
structions. 

Pboposed Colonial Council. — Tho 
Duko of Manchester made some pointed 
remarks at a moating of tho Colonial In- 
stitute in reference to tho importance of 
forming a Colonial Council iu London,

What They Demanded- 

Lot us soe what the peoplo of British 
Columbia, in thoir celebrated memorial 
to the Legislature, prosonted at the Bar 
of the Houso on the Dth of February last, 
demanded. Here is a copy of the peti- 
tion: 

"That this mooting deem it unadvis- 
ablo to outer into any negotiations for 
capitalizing the Dry Dock guarantee, or 
to borrow any money from tho Dominion 
Government, until tho scheme of tho 
Mackenzie Ministry for the relaxation of 
tho Term's of Union shall be made known. 
And furthor, that it is distinctly opposed 
to the Provincial Government interfering 
in any manner with tho Terms, or agree- 
ing to any new Terms offered by tho 
Mackenzie Government, until the samo 
shall have been submitted to tho poople 
for adoption." 

Tho People simply asked that until Mr. 
Mackonzio's policy had boon make known, 
and until tho country had beon consult- 
ed, no alteration in tho Terms of Union 
should be made. Was thero anything un- 
reasonable iu that? Yet tho Government 
and its organ called tho petitioners 
"hoodlums," "rowdies," etc., for their 
action; and Mr. DeCosmos, who now 
bawls so loudly for tho Terms, said in tho 
Home, "I would change the Terms every 
year; and I place ovory confidence in Mr. 
Mackenzie, who is a man of honorl" Oh! 
consistency. 

Confirmed. — Three wooks ago wo an- 
nounced that tho Dominion Government 
had doclinod to submit tho Local Gov- 
ernment Bill to break tho Terms of Union 
to Parliament because of the presenco of 
tho Saving Clause. Yesterday's organ an- 
nounces that a resolution togrant the sum 
of 3250,000 for tho Dock would pass the 
Dominion Parliament, and the Editor 
gloomily adds that tho "resolution is of 
no value to British Columbia." This rows 
confirms our annouueornent that the Bill 
with tho Saving Clause would not bo sub- 
mitted to Parliament. Tho organ, it will 
be remembered, contended at tho timo 
that our information was bogus; but as it 
generally manages to be about three 
weeks behind TheColonist with news.its 
acknowledgment of yesterday will occa- 
sion no surpriso in thejninds of its few 
roadors.

On the last day of March tho Porlo, 
said a Constantinople telegram, or- 
dered Audon Rey, officially registered 
us proprietor of the Church of St.

In a letter to a gentleman at Ard- 
wiclc, Mr. Gladstone expressed an 
opinion that a superior organization, 
the fruit of long-continued and pa- 
tient attention ou tho part of tho Con- 
servatives, has been tho main cause of 
thoir recent victory ; und ho advocated 
judicious action among the local cen- 
tres of tho Liberal Party with a view- 
to reconstruction. 

Bicton, tho scat of Lady Rollo, near 
Esmouth, was in groat danger of be- 
ing totally destroyed by fire. As it 
was, tho servant's dwellings and the 
conservatories were burnt out, and 
some damage was done to tho man- 
sion. It was feared that many worts 
of art were lost; but tho furniture and 
valuable paintings wero removed un- 
dor the superintendence of hor lady- 
ship, who sat in hor brougham near 
the burning house. 

At Monmouth Assize a man named 
Jonat han Flowers and his mother wero 
tried for the manslaughter of tho male 
prisoner's wife, Maria Flowers, who 
was paralytic and bedridden. Evi- 
dence conclusively proved that tho 
helpless sufferer had been subjected to 
extreme cruelty, and had been stripp- 
ed naked and beaten with a birch rod, 
and had beon kept without sufficient 
food. A sentence of twenty years' 
ponal so rvitudo was imposed on botli 
prisoners. 

Rochefort's friends, though not 
Rocht'fort himself— he beiug.it is said, 
less popular than had been oxpeotod 
— woro promised .a reception by 
French and Gorman Communist resi- 
dent in London. It was well known 
among the exiles that Rochofort had 
funds, so there would bo no attempt 
to collect money for his immediate 
use. 

A largo portion of tho now Victoria 
Dock, Dundee, just completed, has 
bulged out, and thero nro extensivo 
rents in tho masonry. 

A show of donkeys is to bo held at 
London Crystal l'alaco on tho 6th, 
7th, and 8th ef next month. 

Dr. Viale, tho Pope's physician, and 
ono of his most intimate friends, has 
just died at Rome nt tho age of 
85. 

Tho Dutch Parliament has voted 
the completion of the fortifications be- 
ing eroctod, with a view to etay 
an eventual invasion by (Jerman 
troops.

A Shrewsbury bookseller has beon 
fined £2 10s. and costs for selling a 
print called "Our National Religion 
of the Future," containing some very 
severe caricatures of the religion as bv 
law established. The prosecution was 
conducted by the Town Clerk, and tho 
witnesses wero clergymen of the Es- 
tablished Church. 

Fifty of Earl Fitwilliam's hounds 
died recently of rabies. Writing of 
this, Mr. Hunting, of the Royal Col- 
lege of Veterinary Surgeons, says that 
the increase of the disease and its fatal 
consequences aro due entirely to con- 
tagion, aud ho thinks that the spread 
of the diseaso is as preventable as 
cattle plague by proper regulations. 

It is stated that placards are posted 
in the agricultural districts of Eng- 
land, cautioning intending emigrants 
to the Uqited States, and saying, on 
tho authorhjNQf Consul Archibald, of 
New York, that forty thousand hands 
aro readV to rot urn to England. Mr. 
Archibald pronounces the story, as far 
as his name is connected withit.wholly 
unfounded. 

A gathering of London carmen to 
tho number of 3,000 or 4,000 took 
place recently in furtherance of the 
movement which has been set on foot 
for obtaining an increase of wages and 
a red lictiou in the hours of labor. The 
general placo of assembling for the 
various divisions of the metropolis was 
Trafalgar square, where a procession 
was formed, and, headed by a band, 
maiched to the park. The proceed- 
ings throughout were orderly. 

Tho Wesleyans bad an important 
meeting on Wednesday, says tho 'Sun' 
of March '28th, to decide on the ad- 
visability of admitting laymen into a 
special conference while tho usual con- 
ference is sitting. There is a very 
general feeling in its favor. All pure- 
ly business matters would bo settled 
by the now conference, and probably 
the other ^Methodist bodies would bo 
brought back, as they left chiefly for 
want of lay representation. 

The question of continuing in cir- 
culation tho British half crown has 
been decided. The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer has announced that the 
half-crown and the two-shilling piece 
are still to flourish side by side. The 
decision was arrived at by inqniring 
among blinkers and others their opin- 
ions as to the advisability of withdraw- 
ing the halfjcrpwn from circulation as 
a step towards establishing a decimal 
curreucv. 



— The Duo de Feltro 
has just won, by a nook, an extraordinary 
wager. Ho Iwt'koil himself to drive his 
trotter in a light carriage to Lyons before 
the Conito Philhpo de Neville would 
reach tho place on his velocipede. The 
first day's journey w.is 80 kilometres, or 
50 miles; theseauml day \vanl0i((J3 miles) 
and tlio last day bath competitors made 
172 kilometres, or 107 mile*. Neither 
the horse nor the man seemed much boat 
by the long raoo, and tho Comto is still 
so confident that he offers to back him- 
self for 1,000 louis ovor tho samo courso 
again. — Boston Advertiser.
